| A question of equally as much 
importance to our town’s progress 
Aa that of incoming railways is the 
equitable taxation of property by 
the counci. There is no doubt in 
the mind of any sensible rate- 
payer that the preeent unfair rates 
tend to discourage building opera- 
tions and investment of outside 
c ‘pital. A proposal was made at 
the last meeting of the council to 
reconsider the onerous. conditions 
of the present fire by-law by nar- 
rowing its too broad limits to per- 
mit thereby the erection of ap- 
proved buildings within an area at 
present beyond the reach of citi- 
zens of moderate means who pos- 
seas property to build on within 
the present limits. This move, if 
carried out, is bound to improve 
Macleod’s condition and advance it 
from a town toa city before long. 
At present owing to the high cost 
of such buildings as can be erected 
}in the existing tire limits, coupled 
with the assessed value of lots, 
tents are demanded, in order to 
secure even a moderate return on 
investmenta, which are almost be- 
yond the limit of ordinary business 
profits. The result 1s that few 
mercantile businesses expand as 
they ought and therefore fail to 
encourage outside people to seek 
onr town as their purchasing point. 
Bvery citizen whether mechanic 
professional men, or merchant 
would benefit by this amendmen! 
to the present bye-law.
